Citizens of Sutton: 


Through your kindness in the past few years, in raising money for 
school purposes we were enabled to commence this years duties, 
now closing, under more favorable circumstances than we could 
otherwise have done. We have had an extra expense this year, 
which we did not have last. as four of our pupils attend the school ip 
the west part of New London. Also one more pupil from Birch 
Hill, who attends at Waterloo. Notwithstanding this, we have 
maintained twenty-six weeks of school in each Division in towu. 

It has been said that we did not use, all the money allotted us last 

year, But when one teacher’s salary of fifty dollars (which had 
not been called for when our Treasurer’s accounts were closed) and 
several smaller bills were paid, we felt that we were doing all that 
we were justified in doing. 

Your generous allowance for books, we have tried to expend as 
judiciously as possible. Our middle grade of Arithmeties was in 
such a deplorable condition, that we were obliged to have new ones. 

As Greenleaf’s had been in use for several years, it was thought 
best to change — and consequently we supplied each Division with 
Wentworth’s. Probally the coming year will see the other grades; 
which are in nearly as bada condition, changed also. Just here we 
wish to say, that some of the new books provided within the last two 
years are already, almost beyond use. If parents would impress 
upon the minds of their children, a more careful usage of the same, 
the book expense could be materially lessened from year to year. 

The repairs during the year. have been light, only such as neces- 
sarially come each year. A slicht fire at the Center, which might 
indeed have ended disasterously, but for the prompt and energetic 


action of both teacher and pupils, caused a small outlay. 
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There have been eleven different teachers employed during the 
year and we feel justified in saying that we think each of them tried 
to do the work assigned them, faithfully. 

We realize fully that there is always a chance for criticism. 

The crowded condition of the North Div. makes it utterly im- 
possible for any one teacher to do justice to herself or to the pupils. 

The different holidays have been duly observed with nearly all of 
the schools. We feelthat these days are not lost time but additional 
incentives to greater efforts. 

Three diplomas have been awarded to deserving pupils;—namely, 
Lizzie Beckwith, South Div. Moses Flint, Old South Div. and 
Mamie Lewis, Center Div. 


STATISTICS. 


We have maintained two hundred and nine weeks of school ; twenty 
more than last year, with about the same number of pupils.
